BERLIN, Sept. 20—The supreme 
high command disclosed today that 
German and Soviet Russia 
have 
reached an agreem ent on the parti­ 
tion of Poland, at least so far as 
their arm ies of occupation are con­ 
cerned. 
That the demarcation line had 
been set was announced in a high 
command communique which, how­ 
ever, did not say where the line 
runs. 
It asserted the German forces 
will withdraw from their present 
position after “destruction of the 
iast rem nants of the Polish army 
there” to the “demarcation line de­ 
finitely fixed between the German 
and Russian governments.” 
Line s Position Not Indicated 
W hether this line lies east or 
west of W arsaw was not Indicated. 
The entire Rumanian frontier, 
bordering southeast Poland, is in 
Russian bands. 
Presumably as the Germans re­ 
tire, the Red army will take their 
place by advancing westward from 
their present positions. W hether 
the army occupation areas later 
will become the new boundaries 
between Germany and Russia is a 
moot question. 
Adolf H itler’s war policy speech 
In reclaimed Danzig is taken today 
by some observers as a warning 
that the powerful German air fleet 
might be dispatched to England lf 
the British naval blockade is con­ 
sidered to he working hardships on 
the German people. 
The fuehrer is believed by those 
observers to be planning an “eye- 
for-an-eye" war, lf necessary. 
Ready For 7-Year War 
In Danzig yesterday, he threat­ 
ened to fight “in the same manner 
as our opponents.” Out of his long 
address to the cheering throng that 
and other salient Indications of Ger­ 
men policy were drawn: 
1.—Germany is ready to fight 
seven years. 
2.—“For every bomb falling on a 
German city, five or IO will fall on 
their (enemy) cities.** 
S.—Germany and Soviet Russia,

Committed To Smash Nazis, 


They Can’ t Heed Hitler

H err H itler has made his peace 
gesture— peace on my terms, take It 
or leave It—to be rejected by the 
Anglo-French allies alm ost before 
his emotional voice stopped vibrat­ 
ing through the world's radios from 
Danzig. 
W hether some third party—Mus­ 
solini. for Instance- still may v u l­ 
ture to propose peace negotiations 
hasn't yet been made clear. 
The Allied answer, however, al­ 
ways must remain the same unless 
there is a revolutionary change In 
their views or those of Hitler. 
The Anglo-French pledge to Po­ 
land places them In the same posi­ 
tion they occupied as regards little 
Belgium In the World war. 
The Anglo-French bond with Po­ 
land commits them to the task of 
expelling Germany or any other In­ 
vader. And they have widened the 
field by declaring that they will not 
quit until “Hitlerism Is smashed”. 
Long, Nasty War Ahead 
Bo it looks as if there is a long 
ami nasty war ahead. 
England some days ago let it be 
known that she is preparing for a 
three-year war. Hitler tossed that 
over his shoulder In his Danzig 
speech and declared that seven 
years will find Germany still on 
the job. 
Experts say that In herself Ger­ 
many can’t hold out over any such 
period of war. She lacks the food­ 
stuffs, the war m aterials and the 
money. She must have help from 
outside nations. 
The 
Nazi 
fuehrer's 
assurance 
presumably comes in large degree 
from the assistance he expects to 
get from Russia in the way of sup­ 
plies. 
Many observers believe the Allies’ 
chief hope of shortening the con­ 
flict must lie in their campaign to 
; cause the German people to revolt 
! against the Hitler regime. In this 
connection H itler in his Danzig 
speech charged England with mak­ 
ing war on women and children 
with Ital naval blockade against Ger­ 
many. 
To Exact Eye For Eys 
It was then that H itler made a 
declaration which was interpreted 
as a threat to exact an eye for an 
eye in the warfare if necessary. 
The war in the east is near its 
end. and German troops and equip­ 
ment are being shunted across to 
the western front to face the Allies. 
The Poles still cling to W arsaw, 
but that la just a heroic swansong. 
From Warsaw this morning, via 
Budapest, comes what surely will 
go down in history as one of the 
epics cf all time. It Is a formal 
communique, relating in matter-of- 
fact language the defense of the 
long-beleaguered capital. It was is­ 
sued by the commander of the War­ 
saw defense—a chap who moat as­ 
suredly would be an interesting 
character to meet. 
He told in straightaway military 
terms of the destruction of various 
land marks of the city—and walls 
likely were falling near him at the 
time. 
“Warsaw will reals!,** he said

Rejects Nazi Peace Bid 
Although

have accepted Russia's declaration 
of neutrality and are maintaining 
diplomatic relations with Moscow, 
sources clone to the government 
said the allies have refused to let 
Soviet intervention in Poland af­ 
fect their war policy.

W arsaw Continues Defense; 


Dead Buried In Parks

BUDAPEST. Sept. 2b—Fast-mov­ 
ing Soviet mechanised forces push­ 
ing farther westward into Poland 
are reported today to have block­ 
aded the entire Polish Rumanian 
frontier while Warsaw, still fight- 
ing the German Invasion, burled 
her dead in public parks. 
Severe fighting la reported es­ 
pecially around Lwow and in the 
Bug river district. 
The massing of Russian troops 
along the Rumanian border cut the 
stream of refugees from Poland, 
but thousands, finding their way 
barred on that border, poured into 
Hungary. 
Soldiers 
among 
them 
were disarmed and civilians were 
sent to special camps. 
A Hungarian agency estimated 
30,000 civilians and 10,000 soldiers 
had reached the Rumanian border 
town of Cernautl before the Soviet 
lines were drawn. 
Radio broadcasts from W arsaw, 
entering the 13th day of seige, pre­ 
sented a graphic picture of a city 
whose defenders had vowed to re­ 
sist the Germans to the death and 
seem to be doing it. 
“Warsaw will resist,” said a com­ 
munique read over the capital's 
radio station last night. “We have

He added that "no threats will 
deter us or our French, allies from 
this purpose."

"One lesson which military his­ 
tory teaches la that road leads to 
disaster." he said. 
Strategy. Chamberlain went on, 
la "the art of concentrating deci­ 
sive force at the decisive point at 
the decisive moment."

'HE mask of hypocrisy which covered both Corn- 
munlam and Naziism has been atrlpped off by 
tho accord between Berlin and Moacow and It la 
revealed that the two Ideologies, theoretically as 
far apart as the poles, are fpally parallel in their 
aims.

Communism. Radicalism was rising in Europe and 
aelf-annolnted leaders pulled themselves to power 
by standing as the wall against this wave of red 
power.

On the problem of profits and 
prices, the association said this: 
“Industry opposes profiteering— 
the utilization of war psychology 
to boost prices for the purpose of 
making excessive profits. 
“As manufacturers we recognise

to be our responsibility and 
moral obligation to conduct our 
businesses so that the prices of the 
products we produce and sell are

equitably 
to

costs. 
"W e pledge our energetic sup­ 
port to this policy.

H itler had told of 
3U0.000 prisoners captured. 
Observers said H itler'! speech, 
offering no compromise with the 
western powers, is in effect his 
last word to the nations v>f Europe. 
Called “Last Clarification” 
T he Berlin newspaper Boersen 
Zaltung called the address a "last 
clarification" of the reich'! stand. 
H itler'! reference to a "weapon" 
with which to counter the British 
blockade was cheered wildly. 
England already has begun to 
fight against women and children,” 
he said. They have a weapon which 
they think Is unbeatable— namely, 
domination of the seas. On the sea 
they say England cannot be a t­ 
tacked and therefore they are jus 
titled In waging a war with that 
weapon against women and chil­ 
dren not only of the enemy but al­ 
so of neutrals.
